Yet Charlie Fisehetti on ly reported an in come 
of S23.342.50 for 1949.

O ther gan gsters, perhaps more hon est (if there 
is an y d egree of hon esty amon g gan gsteis), re­ 
ported m uch m oie in come than this.

Charles an d 
A n n Fisehetti, filin g a join t tax return last year, 
paid a tax of on ly S4.988.48— mere pean uts. 
The public has the id ea that mod ern ra ck­ 
eteers are extrem ely caieful in m akin g out their 
in come tax return s, in ord er to avoid w ha t hap­ 
pen ed to Al Capon e. That, however, is by n o 
m ean s the case.

With the Soviet Un ion occupyin g the eastern 
sector an d the Allies the west, four-pow er n ego­ 
tiation s began on a peace treaty. Sin ce Russia 
then was still the great w artim e ally of the 
West— n ot a feared poten tial e n e m y —hopes ran 
high for an early settlemen t. 
More than five years have elapsed sin ce the 
war en d ed in Austria. The other d ay the four 
powers held an other meetin g about the peace 
treatv. It was the 258th. It accomplished n oth­ 
in g. If an ythin g, the n egotiators are tod ay fur ­ 
ther apart than they were a year ago 
Now, you can 't explain aw ay 258 fruitless 
meetin gs by sayin g simply that the Russian s 
are a little more stubborn an d mistrustful than 
most 
people.

weapon of d iplo­ 
macy. 
Thev d on 't w an t an Austrian peace treaty— 
except on terms the West could n ever approve, 
terms that would red uce Austria to complete 
satellite status.

In the first place the Red die-j 
ta ?or must be amazed at the size 
of our undertak ing. And it’s safei 
to say he must be disturbed to I 
find the American public willing I 
such a mountainou: 
to shoulder 
burden. 
And 
just 
as 
this 
Herculean 
g e s t u r e 
has

_ confidence 
to 
the 
democracies 
which are battling communism, so 
must it have handed the Kremlin 
a solid jolt to see us displaying

Stalin 
may well have done himself a dis­

However, that’s not the whole 
story: We shouldn’t let ourselves 
got to feeling smug.

A 
country 
which

hard-up is far easier pick ing. 
Look wherever you will in Eu­ 
rope, Asia or the western hemi­ 
sphere, 
and 
you 
will 
find 
the 
Communist part devoting much of 
their energy to disrupting indus­ 
try and causing other damage car- 
culated to weak en the economic 
structure. Plenty of it has been 
going on in the United States. 
So Marshal Stalin is bound to 
get some satisfaction out of forc­ 
ing America to entend itself so 
much. Still, he is bound to recog­ 
nize that while he has thrust a 
colossal financial task on us, yet 
he can’t break us. 
On the whole one would think 
that any satisfaction Stalin may 
get out of the situation would be 
far outweighed 
by his concern 
over the unlimited determination 
America is showing in meeting 
the Red challenge. 
There is no reason to suppose 
that this will impel the marshal 
to 
alter 
greatly’ 
Bolshevism’s 
methods of carrying out its world 
revolution, but it might force him 
to act with more caution. This
